SLENDER WHEAT GRASS (Agropyrum tenerum). Originally 
known as Western Rye Grass. The name Slender Wheat 
Grass has doubtless been applied to it because of the 
resemblance which the long, slender, smooth heads bear 
to those of wheat. It is the only grass among the hun- 
dreds growing wild on the prairies of the West or North+ 
west which up to the present time has been found of 
sufficient value to give it a place among the cultivated 
grasses. 


Slender Wheat Grass is a perennial. Properly speaking, 
it is a bunch grass closely allied to Crested Wheat Grass 
in this respect. It is the famous bunch grass of the bunch 
grass ranges of the Great Plains Region.
